HOUSE OF COMMONS, Monday, March 25. 

This day the Houfe was uncommonly cronded, both above and be- 
Idw ftairs. Soon after, the gallerpowas filled, feveral members in op- 
pofition came up, and affured thei¥ friends that all was fettled agree- 
able to the wifhes of oppofition, and that‘there would be ne debate. 

About three o’clock Mr Duwaning rofe aud faid, he had the pleafure 
to acquaint the Houfe, that communications tor the purpefe of fettling 
a new atrangement of adminiftration had taken place, which he was 
enabled from high euthority to inform the Houfe wove a very pleafing 
profpeét. ‘The whole bufinefs was not completed as yet, but Le flat- 
tered himfilf it would be very foon fettled; and therefore moved, 
** that the Hopfe do adjourn to Wednefday next.” Short asthe in- 
terval between that and Wednefday was, Mr Dunning faid, he trafled 
it would prove long enough for the final adjuftment of fuch an arrance- 
ment of adminiftration, as would not only afford fatisfaction to that 
Houfe, but to the nation at large. 

Lord Surrey expreffed himfelf much pleafed with what the learned 
Gentleman had faid ; the profpeét was certainly more agreeable, than 
under the icircumftances of the times appeared probable; he therefore 
congratulated the Houfe on his. being fiwed the trouble of making a 
motion, that muft neceflarily ‘have proved difagrecable to him to pro- 
pofe, and difagreeable to the Hoult toagia. il 2OLG, He withed, 
however, that gentlemen would confider, thpugh the profpect openea 
to the Houfe, by what the learned gentleman had faid, was pleafing, 
that the vetlel of the ftate was not yet in port,and that the certainty 
of our being refeued from the dangers that threatened us was (till un- 
determined. He withed, therefore, in the moment that he felicitated 
the Houfe on what they had heard, to remind them, that they onght 
not to forget the real {ituation of Great Britain. 

The Lord Advocate of Scotland begged leave to remind the Honfe, 
_ that it was highly neceffary femething fhould be done in confequen¢e 
of the reports of the feeret committee on India affairs. The Lord 
Advocate faid, he felt this neceflity fo ftrongly, that if no other per- 
fon, lefs infignificant than he was, took up the fubjeét, he would him- 
felf mak efome motivns upoe ft, and when he did fo, he begged leave 
to remind gentlemen, that however what he thould have to propofe, 
might fall thort of meriting their attention, the matter torwhich he 
meant to refer would be of itfelf fufficiently important to-claim their 
moft ferions notice. Confidering the fitnation of ailairs, it was, his 
Lordthip faid, more than he eould eapect, than an opportunity of go- 
ing into the bufinefs, to which he had alluded, fhould offer itfelf be- 
fore the recefs; he hoped, however, he thould be allowed to enter 
iupon it the very firft vacant day after the recef$ was over, and that 
the Houfe would then do him the honour to liften to him with at- 
tention. 

General Smith rofe and enforced the arguments of the learned Lord. 
If fomething was not determined on, refpetting the fubjett of both re- 
ports, he verily believed, confequences of a very ferious fort would 
enfue; he, therefore, hoped theearliefl opportunicy of entering up< 
on the bufinefs, that fhould-offer after the recefs, would be taken by 
the learned Lord, and that the Houfe would pay the fithje& the at- 


tention merited. . r
